My grandchildren from out of town were visiting with me 
over the recent fourth of July holiday and I took them to 
Deming Park. I had not been to the park for approximately 
three years and I was ashamed and angry over the 
deplorable conditions that I saw existed there at the present 
time. 

To begin with, upon entering the park, the first thing you 
see is a pond which resembles a swamp—it was so dirty. 
Around the edges of the pond was debris in the form of 
empty cans and waste paper. 

The bridge to the shelter house and trails were full of 
poison ivy The shelter house or replica of a log cabin was 
delapidated to the extent that the flooring was all broken and 
the screening at the windows was also broken 

We went to into Kiddieland where two sections of the 
white fence were lying on the ground. One of the horse 
swings was broken and sitting on the ground. Several of the 
other horses were gone completely and all that was left was 
the place where they were supposed to be. Some of the teeter 
totters were minus the handles for the children to hold onto. 
—besides the fact that some were full of splinters— and all 
of them needed paint. One of the slides was minus a 
complete handrailing on the left side which was extremely 
dangerous Some of the swings had new chains but they were 
replaced so high it was almost impossible for the children 
to swing on them. 

There was a dearth of playground equipment—and no 
where did I see a rest room—other than at the pool. The 
train ride was about the only amusement for them and at 
that the charge for the ride was too high. 

I am wondering why the park has not been kept in good 
condition. The tax dollars are certainly not being used to 
repair our roads or alleys at the expense of our park. I notice 
a new sidewalk was built around Davis Park School. Surely 
our priorities should be for a better park than a sidewalk 
hardly used or necessary. I think the taxpayers of Terre 
Haute deserve an explanation. >

Deming Park has been receiving a facelift during 
the past few weeks with the installation of new 
gates, a new shelter and paint. 

One of the first changes a visitor will notice 
during a trip to the eastside park will be the new 
wood gates at the park’s main entrance on 
Fruitridge Avenue. 

The old metal gates that greeted visitors for 
years have been replaced with wood gates that are 
expected to be sturdier than their predecessors. 

The previous gates had been the victims of 
damage done by wayfaring automobiles, according 
to Pat Ralston, park superintendent of the local 
park department. 

Also planned for the main entrance is some 
improved landscaping, Ralston reported during a 
recent tour of the park. Old shrubs have been pulled 
and they are to be replaced with new flowers, trees 
and grass, reports indicated. 

Once park visitors enter Deming these days, they 
will notice a new parking lot next to the front pond. 
Work on that lot was completed last week. 

The new lot has space for 12 regular-sized cars, 
said Ralston. The site where the lot is located used 
to be dirt only, he explained. 

This year also has seen the addition of a new 
Shelter facility at Deming, Ralston said. The 
shelter was made possible through gutting an old 
restroom and a donation for a roof from the 
German Oberlandler Club. 

The old restroom was no major loss because a 
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new one was constructed,reports stated. 

Other additions at the park during the past few 
weeks include about 200 parking bumpers that 
define parking areas and protect grass. Ralston 
reported the park did not have too many bumpers”

In assessing the recent variety of changes, 
Ralston said. ‘‘A lot of little things eventually make 
a big difference." 
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The city’s park directors decided Tuesday to utilize 
revenue sharng funds from Harrison Township to provide 
an arts and crafts center at Deming Park. 

The new center would offer year-round recreational 
programs. 

Officials said the move by the Terre Haute Park and 
Recreation Department would hopefully help fill the gap 
created by the cut in the Vigo County School Corp.’s 
summer recreation program. 

At a meeting Tuesday evening, the Harrison Township 
trustee and advisory board approved appropriation of 
$35,000 to support the expansion of the park department 
recreation program. 

The Park and Recreation board of directors had ap- 
proved resolutions requesting the $35,000 in revenue 
sharing funds from the township to finance the programs 
during a regular meeting Tuesday afternoon. 

The center would offer the first year-round recreational 
program under the park’s supervision, according to parks 
superintendent Patrick Ralston. 

About $3,500 of the money would be used to rennovate an 
unused tool shed in Deming Park. 

The building would be used as an arts and crafts center 
and would be equipped with a potter’s wheel and kiln, 
darkroom equipment and other materials. 

The center would be staffed throughout the year. Classes 
in pottery, arts and crafts and photography would be 
offered, Ralston said. 

An additional $22,000 from the revenue sharing money 
would be used to hire about 25 more seasonal employees. 

This would more than double the money currently 
available for salaries of part-time, summer staff. 

The department hopes to start something which can 
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new arts and crafts center 


grow with the funds from the township, Ralston told the 
board. 

The school corporation cut its recreation program 
because of the corporation's financial difficulties. 

The park department program replacing it is ‘‘a good 
example of what two governmental agencies can do,” 
Ralston said. The program ‘‘would be impossible to do 
without the money from the Harrison Township Trustee’s 
office.” 

In other business, Tuesday, the park board: 

— Approved an agreement with the Sanitary District of 
Vigo County to maintain Lost Creek and the Southeast 
Drainage Project. The park department will mow Lost 
Creek and Southeast Drainage Projects, remove all trash ' 
and debris, re-seed areas, re-erect signs, and repair all 
washes and guardrails along ditches. The sanitary district 
will pay the park department $40,000 a year for the work, 
and will also purchase materials needed for repairing the 
washes and provide a side-arm mowing tractor for a $1 per 
year lease. The park department will hire two full-time 
employees to be paid $11,000 a year apiece; add $1,500 to 
the salary of the maintenance director to compensate for 
the extra supervisory duties, and purchase a tractor for 
$11,000, according to the agreement.

Heavy rains have caused the work 
slowdown Short said, but it's hoped 
that the trail, which will eventually 
include 20 exercise stations along the 
1.5 mile route through the park, will 
be completed by mid-September. 

Short explained that 10 of the 20 
stations are completed, but those 
which will be eguipped with some 
type of exercising eguipment like 
chin-up bárs have yet to be built. 

Construction on the trail, which is 
being built through the cooperation of 
the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment, J.C. Penney Co. Inc., as well as 
the Jaycees, began around the first of 
June. 

Some 30 Jaycees have volunteered 
their efforts to actually build the 
trail. Short pointed out that numerous 
local businesses have donated 
materials and eguipment necessary 
to complete the project. 

“When the trail is completed,” said 
Short, "we plan to have a grand 
opening ceremony. At the park en- 


trance we plan to unveil a large map 
of the exercise trail. On the back of 


the sign will be inscribed all the 
businesses that have contributed to it. 
It’s really been a community pro- 
ject.” 

Short already has received positive 
feedback about the trail which the 
Jaycees hope to landscape next sum- 
mer. “We've had some good com- 
ments from local joggers while we’ve 
been working out there,” said Short. 
“Joggers in Deming think the trail is 
a great idea.” 

In describing the trail route, Short 
stated it will begin at the park en- 
trance near the duck pond and wind 
its way around to the park exit. There 
will be plenty of room for joggers and 
walkers to go together if they like, 
Short said, and each exercise station 
is about 10 by 12 feet. 

The first seven stations are for 
calisthenics and signs will be posted 
to tell physical fitness enthusiasts 
what type of exercises to do. Each 
station, explained Short, is designed 
to exercise a different part of the: 
body.

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Overall, city parks may be in the 
best shape they have ever been. Yet, 
one of the most popular parks in Terre 
Haute—Deming Park—is quickly be- 
coming an eyesore. 

A pond located in the front of the 
park now resembles a swamp. Several 
pieces of playground equipment are in 
desperate need of repair. Many 
shelters have deteriorated and need to 
be refurbished. Beer cans and trash are 
scattered throughout the park; not at 
all a pleasant sight. 

Why have park officials allowed De- 
ming Park to become so rundown? Pat 
Dougherty, city park superintendent, 
has an answer. 

Said Dougherty,‘‘Yes, we have some 
problems at Deming Park and we are 
aware of them. We have concentrated 
our efforts on upgrading and equipping 
the city’s neighborhood parks and have 
just not done that much with parks 
such as Deming.” 

Dougherty said there are plans to 
correct the polluted pond situation and 
maintenance crews are expected to 
repair one of the badly damaged 
shelters next week. He said new play- 
ground eguipment is on order for Dem- 
ing Park and is to be installed next 
summer. 

**The pond water is polluted because 
of the poor sewage system in Wood- 
ridge. This has always been a problem 
and hopefully it will be corrected when 
the new sewers are installed there,” 
asserted Dougherty, 

The city park superintendent said he 
would wait for the sewers to be in- 
stalled before cleaning the pond, rather 
than covering it with dirt and eliminat- 
ing the pond. 

“We've been getting pats on the back 
for some of the work we have done in 
our park system and I guess a com- 
plaint like this can be expected. We 
have just so much money to spend on 
maintaining our parks and we try to do 
the best we can. You can be assured 
that we have not forgotten Deming 
Park and we plan, in time, to restore it 
to its original beauty,'' vowed 
Dougherty. :

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The City Park featured this week is jng-Park, which is 
located on Terre Haute’s east side. ko JAN ark has a totalof 177 
acres on which many mature hardwood trees are located. 

Deming Park was dedicated on July 23, 1921 as the city's largest 
park. The land for the park was sold to the City of Terre Haute by 
Demas Deming, Jr. with all the proceeds going for the creation of 
Ohio Boulevard from 19th Street to Fruitridge Avenue. All re- 
maining money from the sale was donated to Rose Hulman In- 

stitute. 
|! Deming Park was named for Demas Deming Sr. (1787-1865) who 
was one of Terre Haute's earliest leaders. Deming came to settle in 
Terre Haute in 1818 and started a merchandise business and 
purchased much land east of the city. He was also appointed to an 
Associate Judgeship during this early period. Judge Deming 
helped organize the State Bank of Indiana and was its first 
President. The State Bank of Indiana was the early ancestor of the 
Terre Haute First National Bank. The property where the YMCA is 
now located was the site that Demas Deming, Sr. built a large farm 
house for his family in 1841. In 1840 Deming married Sarah 
Patterson. They had four children, Demas Jr., Arthur, Henry and 
Sophia (Wheeler). 

Demas Deming Jr. was known as the “Boy Banker” and was the 
first President of Terre Haute First National Bank in 1868 at age 
2H: 

Deming Park has seen many changes over the past 64 years andis 
considered by many to be one of the nicest City parks in the entire 
State of Indiana with its unique qualities. In the 1930s, fish rearing 
ponds were constructed by the Isaac Walton League to raise fish. In 
the 1950s and 1960s animals were kept at the park for display 
purposes. Cages were built for monkeys, peacocks, rabbits, foxes 
and alligators. These were eventually all phased out due to new 
health codes on maintaining these animals. On January 1, 1947 the 


U.S. Department of the Navy leased a 3.72 acre site from the Park 


Board to construct the Naval Reserve Center in Deming Park along 
Fruitridge Avenue. In 1961 one of three city swimming pools was 
constructed in the park. In 1970 Larrison Pavilion was constructed 
to provide musical shows and plays for park patrons. Deming Park 
now has a total of 12 picnic shelters. Currently the Torner Com- 
munity Center is under construction and should be complete in 
February, 1985. 

Deming Park has restroom facilities, playground souen, 
fitness course, frisbee disc golf course, cross country trails, two 
well-stocked fishing ponds, tennis courts, basketball court, softball 
diamond, concession stand and miniature train. Deming Park is an 
ideal place to bring the entire family for a day’s recreation. For 
shelter reservations at Deming or any other city park call 232- 
2727.

One of. the most beautiful and 
popular parks in this section of the 
country is Deming Park, located at 
Fruitridge avenue and Ohio street, 


which annually has more visitors 
than any other park in Terre Haute. 

In the report of municipal parks 
of Terre Haute for 1941, Deming 
park is described as a large area of 
wooded, hilly ground, outstanding 
for its natural settings. It is true 
that Sunday motorists and bicycle 
riders, seeking an escape from the 
worries of business and home, drive 
through Deming park and spend 
the day just wandering over this 
scenic wooded and hilly area. 

Constant improvements have been 
made to the park by the city park 
department, and tourists from all 
parts of the nation stop annually to 
explore Deming’s wooded acres. Ac- 
cording to a recent estimate, there 
was an attendance of over 750 
thousand persons registered at this 
park last year. 

Aside from its natural beauty and 
seclusion, Deming park has been 
made popular with visitors by its 
artificial lake, outdoor ovens, large 
shelter houses, Izaak Walton rear- 
ing ponda and the 200. In the zoo 
may be seen bears, badgers and 
monkeys. 一 

Recent improvements at the park 
include repairing some of the picnic 
ovens, rebuilding the horseshoe 
courts, placing additional crushed 
rook on the walks, trimming the 
trees, cutting stumps, cleaning the 
lake, replacing rocks in the lake and 
transplanting planta in iris beds, 
The park is a favorite place with 
large picnic groups such as clubs, 
school classes, church groups and 
others.

The train — built in Buffalo, 
N.Y., by the Allan Herschell 
Co., a division of the Lisk-Sa- 
vory Corp. — stands seven feet 
high, compared with the old 
Spirit which was only 2% feet 
high.
